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Money Matters. 

Monev has become easier all over the coun- 
try, and this is a most gratifying thing to every 
class of business except the brokers, who are 
never so well satisfied as when other men are 
pushed to the girth, and they arc enabled to 
cut to the red. It is better for the banks, how- 
ever, as they are restricted by their charters; 
and only in flush times, when they can em- 
ploy large amounts of money, are their profits 
correspondingly large. Exchange has declined 
at all the points of importance. Sterling is 
below par in Xe\v Orleans, and dull in Xuw 
York, and the pruspuct for shipping gold is 
dull. This is as it should be, for we have 
been in the habit of importing so many goods ' 
as to take nearly all the California receipts, in 
addition to the cotton, provisions, breadstul!'*. 
&c, exported, to keep up the balance of trade ' 
with Europe. Eastern exchange is lower at | 
tho commercial centersat the West than it has 
been for months, and every merchant will feel 
the advantage of this fall. 

The railroad enterprise of this country for 
the last ten years has been wonderful. In 
1850 there were only 7,475 miles, and on the j 
1st of January last there wore 2'J,i01, making ; 
the almost incredible amount of 21,026 miles 
built in that time. This, of course, must have 1 
cost a mint of money, and at the sacrifice of' 
much private capital; but the country has been j 
the gainer with it all. The total cost of these 
miles of railroad was $1,118,920,929, which, 
is quite a handsome thing for pocket change. I 
The enhanced value of property by tho con- j 
struction of these roads, and the expenditure j 
of such a large sum of money, is estimated to 
be about ten times the cost of construction, 
and has resulted far more to the interest of 
the property owner than to the strjckliohler. 
This is about twice as much railroad a* in the 
rest of the world. 

Same of the Boston cotton factors place tho 
figures as high as 5,000,000 bales for the last 
year's cotton crop, and all agree in estimating 
it largely over 4,000,000 of bales. This, at 
present prices, is an enormous sum of money 
for any country to produce from any branch 
of its agriculture, stimulated to its utmost 
capacity; but it is but one item of our agricul- 
ture, and that one almost in its infancy. No 
wonder the North is jealous of the prosperity 
that slave labor brings to the South, and 1 
should endeavor to destroy the institution, and 
thus cripple Southern prosperity; but it is in 
vain; and slavery never will be eradicated i 
from this continent so long as men continue 
to wear cotton, or cat sugar and rice. But if 
African slavery should be atiolished, white 
slavery, as now witnessed in the North, would 
be substituted; and we hold this a greater 
evil than the negro slavery we n<T\v have, both 
tor the proprietor and laborer. 

Provisions and breadstuffs have largely ad- 
vanced; the stocks of the former at the prin- 
cipal depots being considerably lighter than 
last season. We subjoin a table of exports, 
taken from Mr. Secretary Cobb's annual re- 
port, and the reader can easily understand 
from which side of Mason & Dixon's line the ! 
articles are produced:

A large number of gentlemen, among them 
many ol the old friends of Mr. Joel T. Bart, the 
sculptor, assembled at the Broadway Hotel on 
Tuesday night last, to participate iu a splendid 
binqaet in honor of his return to his "old Kan 
lucky home," alter an ab-encc of ten y> are in 
Europe. It was a cordial, enthusiastic welcome, 
such as a feeling of respect Mid tine admiration 
alone could prompt; such a gathering as well 
might awaken a thrill of pride and delight in 
the bosom of him whose honor it had been called 
tege'l er. In the company were many of the 
must substantial citizens of Lexiucton, and some 
of the moat distinguished and ablest men in Ken- 
tucky. The very best feeling prevailed, and 
wi., and song, and sentiment, and able speeches, 
enlivened by turns the piy nseemblaeei All 
stemtd equally pleased — alt anxious and wdlin. 
to contribute to the enjoyment of the occasion 
It was an acceptable, cheering tribute to Genius, 
tendered with a free> good will by appreciative, 
gunal hearts of which the loftiest, might feel 
proud. The artist was s-.rrouuded by his old, 
loud friends, at home — til l we doubt if any scene, 
however brilliant, iu which be may have figured, 
even in renewed Florence, with 

"Her sculpt n red marbles, ami her pictured walls," 
afforded him so much of pleasure as thi- Ken- 
tucky grasping ol hands, a:.d kindly Interchange 
of thought and feeling. 

This festival was in good taste — was generous 
— was deserved. It was right that the mer-ts of 
an artist, whose claims have been I'r.mkly ac 
koowledged in t' e old world, should have them 
thus proclaimed and confessed at home. The • 
leaning journal and the best critics of Art, in 
Germ ,nv, have unstintedly awarded to Joel T 
Hart the meed of praise, whilst classic England 
has not been backward in wreathing laurels for ; 
his biow. In Italy, the nuiseiy of Art, where 
her devotees timidly resort from every clime to 
win, by- dint of laborious study, a proud position, j 
and often tailing; to pass through the fierce or 
deal, sink back into obscurity — there, too, has ' 
he won a reputation as enviable as the best — 
There is his name mentioned with those of 
Thorwaldeen nnd Angelo. coupled with that ol i 
his famous American brother sculptor, Hiram ' 
Powers. No wonder that such honor, as the fes- 
tival of Tuesday confers, should have been ex- 
tended to him at home. Here w-as the scene of , 
his early struggles through poverty and ohccurj 
tv, and where Hashed forth the first scintillutiunsul 
a brilliant genius, w hich has met its reward in 
triumphant success. This is the place to do him 
honor and most nobly has it been done. When 
lie was sent forth w ith an bumble name, an un- 
swerving confidence was entertained by his 
friends that he would bring back a proud one, 
and their judgment was not toundud in error or 
their confidence misplaced. He has accomplish 
ed all ih it was expected of him, and those who 
unflinchingly stood by him in his darker hours, 
assembled about him on Tuesday, to rejoice with 
him upon his return, crowned with a proud and 
glorious fame. 

Judge Thoa. B. Monroe, of Frankfort, acted, 
on the occasion, as President. 

We cannot close this notice without a word 
about the excellence of the entertainment pre- 
pared by Mr. Scrogin. the worthy proprietor of 
i he Broadway. The feast was in keeping with 
the character of .the assembly. If the honored, 
gnsjsti during his absence and wanderings abroad, 
had ci en 

"Feasted in Persia's magnificent halls," 
we doubt if he ever partook of a more sumptu- 
ous or elegant repast.

REMARKS OF JUDGE THOS. D MONROE. 

Gentlemen: — I have to. propose for adoption 
and announcement the sentiment of this assem- 
bly towards the guest of the banquet. Hut wha! 
shall be this sentiment'? A welcome of him to 
home after his long absence abroad, express,-d 
now in words, would not add to the proof he has 
already of the fact. The iinmistak blc gladness 
he witnessed on his arrival in eveiy face and felt 
in every extended hand, was higher proof to him 
than would be any announcement in words on 
this or any oilier such occasion. Higher proof 
to him, I said, for certainly the living man In 
action must be all intelligible, without words, to 
him who can make lite marble speak. 

It might be snppo-ed that to these individual 
proof's there might be properly added one joint 
acclamation of welcome! welcome!! Putdonot 
these tables speak for all, and speak louder and 
better things than 1 can speak. What then shall 
be the toast of our guest? •»«••• 
I have been thinking of it ever since I was in- 
lormed about ten minutes ago that I must invent 
and announce it. Something was said to me 
about a welcome; but that notion was at once 
disposed of, and 1 have staled how I immediate- 
ly- recognized that the sentiment must be about 
sculpture, and something both novel and new. 
We are in this age so much wiser, more inven- 
tive and witty than all our ancestors that I knew 
no motion that had ever been used before, would 
be willingly adopted, I had therefore to invent 
all, out and out. The topic, moreover, seemed 
to be one whereof I knew nothing, absolutely, 
and I might have desp»ire ', but in running up 
my predicaments and topics I fell upon the cate- 
gery of relation, and I immediately determined 
to select and fix upon something which 1 did un- 
derstand, and w hich would be a fit object for a 
middle term, and that I would thereupon ascer- : 
tain the relation ol sculpture to it, and thereby 
lake a step 1 soon made my selection. It was 
of course the law; it could have been nothing 
else. It was what I hail made all my other stud 
ies tributary to, for forty years, ami in which was 
the stand point where I I ail taken all my obser- 
va tioliS and fixed lor myself all the relations of 
every other object. But what was the relation 
here required, and how was it to be found? It 
wasof course discovered by running up Iheyptiera, 
or some of them, to which sculpture belongs 
and thereby finding properties common to it nnd 
to law And I would have set off in this direc- 
tion. But it occurred to me to form upon the art 
of sculpture a class of the fine and beautiful Kits 
iu which would be found some properties at once 
common to all the species thereof, and to the 
science and art Of jurisprudence, and which would 
at once ennoble and dignify the entire associa- 
tion. I proceeded acco:diugly. Next to sculp- 
ture wasof course set down painting; it followed 
that poetry had to be added to these; and then it 
was obvious that to complete the group and make 
up a class of things fit for the occasion, music 
with all its comprehensive harmony had to be 
embraced, and it was added. 

1 he question then recurred, what is the rela- 
tion I etween this class of arts and the law, ihat 
great and pervading science of all arl? What is 
common to them all, or any of them? What is 1 
their unity? Iu what does it consist, and what 
are the effects thereof on each constituent species 
of the classes? » » » • The first rough 
wo'k was soon accomplished; the senlment to be 
proposed was settled; but its I'orra was not de- 
termined, nor is it. yet perfected, and still less has 
beta done in framing an expression of it in! 
words. It «hall, however, be forthcoming pres- 
ently; after I have said a few words about its 
general characteristics. I supposed that I de- 
tected in the law and this class of these high and 
beautiful arts the presence, in some sense, of 
what was at once the True, the Beautiful, and 
the Good; and that the combination or associa- 
tion of all was necessary to make the most per- 
fect and highest object of the highest admiration 
of the human mind. 

I cannot retr cc the process which brought me 
to this conclusion, nor will I oiler any argument 
to support it. I will not even guarantee that it 
will bear discussion. It may be found nil fanci- 
ful, or a new production of another species of the 
old stock of teamed and profound nonsense, well 
sounding to the ear and looking well upon paper, 
but utterly incomprehensible by any or all the 
faculties of the human mind. There is, howcv- 
er, here detected the object of that powerful 
emotion which must excite every artist, and 
which, only, can be adequate to originate and 
impell on the continued effort required to pro- 
duce a result worthy the ambition of a man of 
genius. 

It had been supposed that the thirst for posthu- 
mous and immortal fame was this great motive 
power, nnd that it was or might be independent I 
ol" any other emoajon of the artist; but it is not 
BO. That is but the product of the anient ami all- j 
inspiring love of the true and beautiful. 



It has only to be added thai the love of the 
beautilul and true intern the love of the good, and 
necessarily terminates in the most sublime emo- 
tion of the human mind. But what il this con- 
clusion should be found incomprehen-ible? I de- 
mur to the objection. How many well-Jjound 
octavos in all our libraries, on both politics and met- 
tj inMcs, are filled with such prolound and learn 
ed nonsense, iml other such UthttteMUtible muter? 
And have ice not, on occasions of this soit.as 
good a right to talk of things profound, learned- 
ly nonsensical and iiicomptehen-ible as other peo- 
ple? It is said the incomprehensibility o£ auc- 
tion or other phenomenon is olten a moat v.ilua- 
Die constituent of the sublime. It this be true, 
ihe right to talk what cannot be comprehended, 
but will be admired foi its sublimity, ought not 
to be surrendered, but earnestly maintained. It 
may be said that such a right is exercisable, with 
effect, only in the transcendental fields of specula- 
tion, but this is only'an assertion tiiat it is an "ab- 
straction of a territorial right," which fixes at 
once its inestimable value, and requites that we 
shall boldly assert it ai d demand its recognition 
by all the world in phrases of the utmost sublimi- 
ty. • 

This preparation having been made, I have 
now, gentlemen, to announce to y- u the senti- 
ment proposed. I hope li will be -ccept able. It 
shall bein the best form I can give it without ihe 
use of paper: 

Sculpture, painting, poetiy, music, and the law: 
their unity in "the True, the Beautilul, and the 
Good" The a, hievi oients of our guest in • re* 
ations within such a ciass, has won lor him the 
true admiration of the world abroad, and will se- 
cure to him the, endless fame among posterity. — 
But he is our cotemporary of this brilliant mid- 
dle of the gl rious nineteenth century, and a na 
live born Kentuckian, anil we are proud of him — 
an ornament of oar age nnd our country. 

REMARKS OF C. M. CLAY. 

Gentlemen: lam more than honored by this 
call. Whatever may be my very humble merits, 
1 do not attribute it to ihcuo. I know thai I but ' 
reflect the admiration you design for our dis- j 
tiugtii-hed guest. I see before me the early friend j 
from Bouibon, [Mr. Rogers.] I he gentleman on 
my light Irom Clarke, wljo his known his person 
longer than I. But I am his intimate companion 
from the infancy of that immortal past which we 
meet here to celebrate, [applause.] I need not ! 
say to ibis audience that Joel T. Hart was born iu | 
1810, in old Clarke, in old Kentucky! These, 
our ancestors coming here, iu the language of tl e 
Romans, into a terra tncoynita, filled with wi d 
beasts, and the more terrific savages of the forest, 
were not men w hom difficulties could appal or 
dangers daunt. The sickly scions perished by the 
Wayside — the sturdy oaks only survived. Out of 
such stock spuing our guest; w ho, w ith the char- 
acteristic aspiration's of our State, determined to 
be % lirst or nothing. [Applause.] Sprung from 
no family of hereditary renown — a child ot*Jlie 
people, wearing the coat of arms which our gleii- 
out institutions confer on all, "an open field and 
a fair fight" — he advanced from the humble call- 
ing of a stone-cutter to be ihe Jirtt (in the divine 
arl) of living sculptors! [Applause. Gentle- 
men, 1 have, I am proud to say, known linn like 
a brother. I have seen him struggling through 
the long night of poverty and obscurity, curing 
nothing for ease, luxury, social rank, wealth, or 
power; but with a steady and sublime purpose as 
piling to immortality among men. [Applause.] 
Whatever we may do — whatever Kentucky may 
do — that purpose is achieved — ami ihe world de 
crees that the name of Hurt shall necer die! — 
[Great applause.] Gentlemen, I know- wh it I 
say — I challenge criticism! We do not claim 
for Hart supremacy in nbstract conception — in 
what may be termed, par excellence, "the Ideal." 
But we do claim for him that, iu the perpetuation 
of that noblest work of nature — in that, on which 
only the divine w ritings tell us God Impressed his 
own image — man — on the tablet of whose world 
wiije intelligence — when the passions and aspira- 
tions of angels and iu infinite flexibility of feature 
play — Hart has no equal, livh.g or dead. [Ap- 
plause.] He is no mere copyist — lymning the lead 
en outlines of this our "earthly taber iacle" — but 
seizing the happiest expression of his favored sub- 
ject, be passes it through the crucible of his own 
genius and imbues it with divine life. [Applause.] 
These people may pass away, their institutions 
may be forgotten, but as long as we shall be re- 
membered, umong men. Hart, Clay, and Ken- 
tucky, will survive^ together. [Vociferous ap- 
plause.] 

The remarks of Mr. Hanson, wnlcb follow, 
were received with rapturous applause throughout, 
especially the playful allusion, at the close, to 
the county of his nativity, and her sons who were 
present. 

REMARKS or RODGER W. HANSON. 

Mr. I'rtsidtnt and Gcntlemrn: This is the first 
time iu the course of my life that 1 have been 
called upon to speak upon an occasion of this 
character. I am no orator, as you all know, and 
especially atn I' incapable of doing justice to 
an occasion like this; but 1 am unwilling to 
withhold my humble voice when thus called 
upon, From the general welcome so heartily 
and so worthily given our distinguished guest. 
We welcome him to his Kentucky home, with 
pride and pleasure as an AuuTican citizen, and 
with still more pleasure as a Kentuckian; but it 
is w ith a feel ng of pleasure and pride,_w hich you 
know not, that 1 hail him as a county-man, as a 
son of old Clarke — ho is an honor to us all as 
Americans and as Keutuckians — but to the citi- 
zen of Clarke be is espcciallv an honor, a pride, 
and a pleasure. Mr. President, our distinguished 
guest is no ordinary man, and a brief glance at 
his Career will prove it. He was born in the ads 
joining county of Clarke, of honest, most res- 
pectable, but poor parentage. He was raised in 
jiovertv anil inured to labor. When I fir-t knew 
him he was a stone mason, and if I am not mistaken 
there still stands near the tow n of Winchester 
a stone chimney erected by his own hnnd. After 
the lapse of a lew ye n's, the most of which were 
spent in the poverty which men of true genius 
seem doomed to suffer, and all of which were 
spent in incessetit toil, he has returned among us 
to receive the congratulations of his friends and 
the applause of all. upon the completion of the 
statue of Henry Clay, which in my opinion will 
render his fame as an artist as enduring as even 
the name of the great statesman who.-e majestic ap- 
pearance it so perfectly represents. Thus it will 
be seen that iu fifteen years he has sprung from 
the obscurity of a mechanic to the highest re- 
nown of an artist. This transition seems slow 
when the years occupied are alone considered, 
but when we consider the lofty height he has at- 
tained, we must confess that it was reached not 
by the slow and plodding way of mere talent, 
but rather by the llight of true genius. At the 
beginning of this brief career of fifteen years 
stands the st me chimney, and at the end of it 
stands the statue of Henry Clay — appropriate 
monuments of the humble beginning, and the 
splendid consummation of his fame. This career 
beautifully illustrates, what is the glory of our 
country, that in this land of liberty and equal- 
ity, there is no royal road to fame, either 
as an artist or in the fields of ambition — 
in this land of ours, I thank God genius and tal- 
ent are not hereditary, nor does fame and honor 
deeci nd bv the law of promogeniture, but wealth 
anil fame, and all else that is worth having, are ac- 
cessible to all classes, and merit is the only pass- I 
port. Joel T. Hart was not born great, nor has 
he had greatness thrust upon him, but through 
difficulties that seemed impassable and over ob- 
stacles that seemed insurmountable, solitary and 
alone, he has achieved it. Helms met and tri- 
umphed over difficulties that would have dismayed 
and deterred others leas determined. Unaided 
and alone he has been the artist, indeed, of his 
own fame — his honors have been well and truly 
won, and they will be worthily worn. Poverty 
and necessity made Hart a stone mason — genius j 
and indomitable perseverance made him an artist, 
and Nature made him a gentleman. He has 
reared the magnificent superstructure of his fame t 
upon the solid basis of a pure and s]x>tlcss private 
character. 

Mr. President, allow me in conclusion to say 
again, that Clarke county, the county of his 
birth, is a glorious old county, and especially a 
producing county — 1 teas horn tlure myself. — 
It is full of just such men as Hart and my- 
self, not such ineu as we are now , but such 
men as we used to be — men undeveloped and 
unknown to fame, but men full of merit, who, j 
like flowers born to blush unseen, are wasting 
their sweetness upon the desert air. It is true | 
that when Mr. Hart and myself lived there 
we were bardlyjup to the common standard of men, 
and not known at all above our fellows; but after 
we left there and came here vuiong you, behold 



what great men we have become. This proves, 
if my friends will allow me to say so, that there 
arc greateraien there where we come from than 
there are here where we It ive come to. You 
have already heard Gen. Houston in his peculiar 
way give abundant proof of the fact, but if you 
are not yet satisfied, call for my friend Downey, 
and by his eloquence he will soon convince you 
that Clarke county is not only the laud of artists 
and lawy ers, but of orators, too, of the first order.
